I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  third  Annual  Report  for  the 
Weald  of  Kent  Health  Area.

The  population  of  the  area  has  declined  from  44,759  to  41,437? 
the  decrease  being  associated  mainly  with  the  continued  return  home 
of  the  evacuees . 

Shortage  of  houses  remains  an  acute  problem.  There  appears  to  be 
an  average  of  seven  occupants  to  every  two  houses,  which  indicates 
that  the  distribution  is' by  no  means  even,  those  larger  houses  -  not 
occupied  by  the  Military  -  having  very  few  residents  in  them. 

Births  increased  from  599  in  1941  to  63 7  in  the  current  year,  the 
corresponding  birth  rates  being  13*28  and  15*31  respectively. 

556  deaths  were  recorded  in  the  year  giving  a  death  rate  pf  13 *3& 
the  figure  for  England  and  Wales  being  11*6.  There  were  no  deaths 
in  the  area  from  puerperal  causes. 

There  was  a  large  epidemic  of  measles  involving  two  of  the  Rural 
Districts,  but  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  there  were  no  deaths 
from  either  measles  or  whooping  cough.  An  outbreak  of  diphtheria 
occurred  in  a  private  billet  among  un- immunised  children.  Details 
are  given  in  the  body  of  the  report. 

Immunisation  is  now  mostly  done,  by  arrangements  with  the  doctors 
at  their  surgeries  or  at  the  Welfare  Centres.  Numbers  coming  forward 
are  not  now  sufficient  for  sessions  without  causing  delay  in  inocu¬ 
lating  some  of  the  children.  The  number  of  immunised  children  under 
five  years  of  age  increased  by  the  end  of  the  year  to  1,324  giving 
an  estimated  percentage  of  62;  the  figures  for  children  of  5  to  15 
were  3  ? 800  and  7 1%  * 

There  was  a  regrettable  number  of  samples  of  milk  reported  un¬ 
satisfactory  during  the  summer  months .  Difficulties  of  labour  are 
no  better  . 

New  notifications  of  tuberculosis  -  45  -  show  a  slight  increase 
on  the  average  for  the  previous  five  years,  but  were  less  than  in  1939* 

as,  under  piesent  circumstances,  the  report  should  be  brief,  the 
statistical  tables  have  been  further  abridged.  Additional  figures 
are  available  if  required. 

At  the  end  of  the  report  will  be  found  tables  of  sanitary  de¬ 
fects  investigated.  I  wish  to  convey  thanks  to  the  Sanitary  In¬ 
spectors  for  assistance  rendered  to  me  at  all  times  during  the  year.

In  the  Cranbrook  R.D.  there  was  a  19%  increase  in  the  births  with 
a  rise  in  the  birth  rate  of  2 9% .  There  is  also  an  increase  in  the 
Tenterden  R.D.  but  not  as  great  as  in  1939* 

The  death  rate  increased  in  all  districts.  There  was  an  increase 
in  deaths  from  cancer  in  the  Tenterden  R.D. 

The  death  rate  of  infants  was  decreased  in  the  Cranbrook  and 
Maidstone  R.D.  and  increased  in  the  Tenterden  R.D.  There  were  no 
infant  deaths  in  the  Tenterden  Borough.

In  addition  27  samples  were  taken  from  wells  for  chemical 
examination  in  the  Maidstone  Rural  District,  17  of  which  were  un¬ 
satisfactory.  Most  of  the  sampling  of  well  water  was  with  a  view 
to  emergency  supplies.  It  will  be  seen  that  they  are  nearly  all 
unsuitable  for  drinking  purposes  unless  boiled  or  chlorinated. 

Frequent  routine  samples  were  taken  by  the  Water  Companies  and 
found  satisfactory.

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The  raw  water  from  the  source  at  Ewell  Manor,  East  Farleigh 
does  not  appear  at  all  times  satisfactory,  though  the  water  after 
efficient  chlorination  and  as  supplied  to  the  public  has  been  good. 

Maidstone  R.D.  -  a  visit  was  paid  to  the  water  sources  and  plant 
of  the  Maidstone  District  V'fater  Company  by  courtesy  of  the  Company 
and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Maidstone  Borough  and 
Hollingbourne  Rural  District. 

DRAINAGE.  SEWERAGE ,  AND  REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

There  were  no  changes  in  the  area.  In  the  Cranbrook  Rural 
District  collections  for  salvage  purposes  were  extended  to  Benenden 
and  Frittenden. 

HOUSING.

Cranbrook  R.D.  Owing  to  lack  of  men  and  material,  it  has  only 

been  found  possible  to  deal  with  urgent  repairs. 
Maidstone  R.D.  There  is  a  great  demand  for  new  houses.  There 

is  much  overcrowding.  The  condition  of  the  houses 
throughout  the  district  is  gradually  deteriorating. 

T enterd en  R.D.  Generally  housing  conditions  are  satisf  Cl  ctory . 

Some  difficulty  is  being  experienced  in  enforcing 
repairs,  owing  to  shortage  of  labour  and  materials. 
There  is  a  long  waiting  list  for  Council  houses.

Considerably  mere  supervision  of  milk  production  and  retailing 
is  needed,  but  there  are  many  calls  upon  the  Sanitary  Inspectors’ 
time  for  other  duties  under  present  circumstances.

There  were  3  deaths  from  diphtheria,  4  from  pneumonia,  2 
from  cei ebro-spinal  fever  and  1  from  erysipelas. 

The  Military  notified  2  cases  of  diphtheria,  10  of  pneumonia, 

3  of  chicken  pox  and  1  of  mumps . 

There  was  a  big  epidemic  of  measles  early  in  the  year  in  the 
Maidstone  R.D.  followed  by  one  in  the  Cranbrook  R.D.  as  it  spread 
to  adjacent  parishes.  There  was  some  increase  of  cases  in  the  Maid¬ 
stone  R.D.  in  August  and  September  with  the  advent  of  hop-pickers. 

An  outbreak  of  diphtheria  occurred  at  a  private  billet  in  the 
Cranbrook  R.D.  The  son  of  the  house  aged  15  died  after  removal 
elsewhere  to  Hospital,  but  the  disease  was  not  diagnosed  before 
death.  The  d aught er  age  17 ?  was  said  to  have  had  a  sore  throat,  but 
swabs  from  her  throat  and  nose  were  consistently  negative.  Never¬ 
theless  she  developed  cardiac  symptoms  six  weeks  later. 

15  visits  were  paid  to  the  billet  and  all  the  occupants  and 
helpers  repeatedly  examined  -  326  swabs  being  taken.  In  all  21 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  -  continued. 


children  were  admitted  to  hospital.,  9  of  whom  proved  to  be  clinical 
cases.  Many  of  them  on  admission -/were  in  a  shocking  state,  ten  of 
them  having  verminous  heads,  and  some  impetiginous  sores.  Two  of 
them  developed  chicken  pox  soon  after  admission,  one  infective 
jaundice  and  5  measles.  The  outbreak  was  probably  started  by  the 
admission  to  the  billet  of  a  child  with  an  unhealed  mastoid  wound  in 
which  the  Klebs  Loeffler  bacillus  was  found  on  examination  bacterio¬ 
logical!^.  One  boy  died  in  hospital  and  several  others  had  severe 
attacks.  The  onset  of  cardiac  symptoms  and  palatal  paralysis  was 
often  delayed  till  six  weeks  from  the  start  of  illness  and  came  on 
even  in  some  of  the  mild  cases.  The  organism  was  shown  to  be  of  the 
Gravis  type  in  all  cases. 

Of  the  children  in  the  billet,  one  had  had  diphtheria  some  time 
before  and  the  remainder  had  not  been  immunised,  apparently  owing  to 
the  refusal  of  the  parents. 

4  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred  in  a  hostel  in  the  Maidstone 
Rural  District.  None  of  these  children  had  been  immunised.  The  in¬ 
fection  was  introduced  by  one  of  them  with  ear  discharge.

A  large  amount  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors'  attention  is  given 
to  work  directly  or  indirectly  connected  with  the  War.  In  the 
Maidstone  Rural  District,  75%  of  the  Assistant  Inspector's  time 
is  devoted  to  Civil  Defence  duties.
